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DECISION ON PETITION UNDER 37 
CFR §1.181 



This is a decision on the petition filed February 2, 2008 under 37 CFR § 1.181. No fee is 
required. 

A review of the file record indicates that a Request for Continued Examination (RCE) under 37 
CFR § 1.1 14 was filed in the instant application on May 1, 2008 along with an amendment and 
arguments. In accordance with 37 CFR § 1.114 (d), which states in part: If an applicant timely 
files a submission and fee set forth in § 1.17(e), the Office will withdraw the finality of any 
Office action and the submission will be entered and considered. The RCE request was 
processed by the Technology support staff on May 1, 2008. The accounting receipt date for the 
fee for filing of the RCE is May 2, 2008 ($810.00). 

Accordingly, in view of the above stated reason, the instant petition, filed under 37 CFR §1.181 
to withdraw the finality of the January 2, 2008, is rendered moot. 

Accordingly, the petition under 37 CFR § 1.181 is DISMISSED as MOOT . 

Petitioner's attention is directed to 37 CFR § 1.26 regarding refund of fees paid, which states in 
part: "The Director may refund any fee paid by mistake or in excess of that required. " 
Since the processing fee for filing of the RCE is not a fee paid by mistake or in excess of that 
required, accordingly, the request to refund of the filing fee for filing the RCE is DENIED .
